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1 . On 25 June 1965 ‘the Chief of the Federal Republic of Germany’s BfV , 

Mr. Hubert Schruebbers, vae given a three -hour briefing on KURIOT capabilities. 

The briefing was conducted in German by the undersigned employing the alias, 
(IDEH/I - U6C ) 

2. The first part of the briefing concentrated on general organization and 
management problems. We described RUBIOT 1 s role in Clandestine Service^ its 
field capabilities, the headquarters/ field relationship, and its management 
problems in attracting and keeping qualified personnel. We discus Bed KUBIOT’s 
approach to Development sod Engineering, the proa and cons of the contractor 

vs. ’in-house’ capabilities, and the problems of persuading the larger industrial 
enterprises to undertake limited production-run contracts.

photographic, audio and co n ^«al men t, devices. With the exception of the
